Dr. Domm. leading child safety 
spokesman and medical director 


for the Prudential Insurance Co.

careful examination and selection 
of ail gifts for children. 
"When choosing a present for a 
child, gauge your selection accord­ 
ing to the maturity of the young­ 
ster. Even when a toy incorpor­ 
ates safety features, it uan be 
dangerous if given to a child too 
young to safely play with it.” 
He advised parents to keep haz­ 
ardous gifts from their children. 
Those presents which might be 
too advanced for younger children 
should be securely stored until 
the required level of maturity is 
attained. Dr. Domm counseled. 
"Some toys, such 
as 
t h o s e 
which throw missiles or operate 
on electricity, should only be used 


with adult supervision,” he stress 
ed. 
Here are some of the *po 
the child safety spokesman sug 
gested should be checked before 
purchasing presents for children 
1. Is the finish a paint or enam 
or a type which a small child 
might be tempted to chew off 
Some finishes contain substance: 
which could be harmful in ingest 
ed by a child. 
2. Do the toys have sharp edge: 
which might cut or points which 
can pierce? If the object break 
will it have sharp or jagged edges? 
3. Are there detachable parts 
which can be swallowed by chil­ 
dren? Glass or button eyes of 
dolls and stuffed animals should 
be watched tor.

the 


methods by which the little John­ 
nies are taught to read do not. in 
fact, teach him. College presidents 
are complaining now that enter­ 
ing freshmen are so deficient in 
reading that they must be exposed 
to a course in remedial reading 
before they can proceed. 
Solution Offered 
If 
parents 
are 
unconcerned 
about this situation, they do not 
deserve to be parents. If teachers 
are 
not concerned, 
they should 
not be teachers. Any parent or 
teacher sufficiently interested to 
act 
may learn something about 
this problem 
and what 
can be 
done about it for as little as 
cents.

pass. On the contrary, all is well 
at Amidon and the kids thrive on 
it.

JayCee Program Deserves Support 


Twenty five years agn. King Edward VI 11 
of Encland abdicated because of a woman 
and made popular a phrase that hasnt faded 
into disuse in the quarter century since: At 
long last. 
At long last, therefore, something is being 
done about the open spaces in the sidewalks 
on Palm Cansón Duse in ssbich the trade- 
m.nl of the city, the palm trees, stand. One 
of the current community improvement pro­ 
jects in which the civic-minded Junior Cham­ 
ber of Commerce is engaged, is tidying up 
and beautifv mg the downtown area along the 
Driv e, an undertaking which we think is high­ 
ly important in our role as host to thousands 
of guests annually. 
Holding priority on the list of things to be 
done in this campaign is the beautification of 
these sidewalk squares, the wells around the 
palm trees. This has been a cherished but 
frustrated dream of many Villagers for almost 
15 years, almost ever since the palms were 
placed in stately rows on either side of the 
Drive. 
As a eouncilwoman, Mrs Both Hardy pro­ 
posed that flowers be planted in these wells. 
The idea was received with enthusiasm but 
nothing happened. Now, the junior chamber 
is taking a hand. They are not only advocat­ 
ing the clean-up and tidying up but are do­ 
ing something instead of just talking about it. 
t'nder the chairmanship of William Foster 
an d James Schlect the junior chamber will 
clean out 10 palm tree wells and plant shrub­ 
bery Instead of an accumulation of trash, 
crushed cigaret parks, gum wTappers, dis­ 
carded cleaning tissue, 10 of those sidewalk 
open spaces each will be an eye-pleasing 
green spot. They are doing this at their own 


expense at an estimated cost of $5 per w ell. 
Ii the project is successful, the Jaycees will 
look around for a wav to finance action to 
continue the project until the entire Drive is 
covered.

It Seems You Can't Win 


Sometimes it seems that you just can’t win. 
Everybody was a bit happier with the an­ 
nouncement by the state that before too long, 
every automobile in California will be equip­ 
ped with a device to end the emission of eye- 
stinging irritants with the exhaust. Experts 
have told us that smog was slowly encroach­ 
ing the desert area but so slowly that the 
elimination of smog-producing exhaust would 
be in effect before we r e a l l y should be 
alarmed. 
But now comes a Stanford University scien­ 
tist to tell us that the state's proposed anti­ 
smog devices for automobiles will just substi­ 
tute a new kind of air-pollution for the old. 
Cliemistry Prof. Philip A. Leighton writes 
from the Palo Alto campus that unless the de­ 
vices are designed to reduce nitric acid as 
well as hydrocarbons from exhaust gases, a 
higher level of toxic nitrogen dioxide will re­ 
place many of the smog pollutants. 
We would he suhstituing the reddish-brown 
cast of nitrogen dioxide for the present yel­ 
lowish tinge of the smog. While he said he

Our Military Aviation Policy 


WASHINGTON, D. C .-M ilitary 
fWbmmel traveling in aircraft 
chartered by the Defense Depart­ 
ment are part of the American 
public, but a special part. 
Officers and troops who are as­ 
signed to travel on chartered air­ 
craft. and are customarily given 
tickets by a military transporta­ 
tion officer, do not have any 
choice as to their conveyance. 
They deserve double protection. 
The first protection is due them 
as part of the American public, 
whose government provides Fed­ 
eral Auation Agency (FAA) in­ 
spection of airplanes and air 
crews and Civil 
Aeronautics 
Board (CAB) examination of the 
financial integrity of the airlines’ 
companies. 
The second protection due to 
air-transported troops come from 
the Defense Departm ent’s Mili­ 
tary Air T r a n s p o r t Service 
(MATS), which is staffed and 
equipped to make check-rides. 
This week is scheduled to see 
the opening of two investigations, 
one by Congress and one by the 
Federal Government, of m ilitary 
aviation fatalities and the policy 
behind them. The sharpest spur 
in the flank of public probers is 
public attention, and I hope these 
columns will sharpen that spur. 
The Congressional probe is to be 
conducted by a three-m em ber 
House special subcommittee. The 
members are extraordinarily pro­ 
ficient and admirable: Reps Har­ 
dy, Van /.andt and Brewsier. 
Pressures Fxpected 
Yet it is necessary to say that 
pressure* and temptations will be 


put upon these men. Airlines of 
all sorts and sizes resist investi­ 
gation because it hurts business, 
and they resent anv regulation (of 
which there is already a great 
deal) because it is expensive and 
inhibitive. The Independent Air­ 
lines Association sent a long tele­ 
gram of protest to President Ken­ 
nedy» when the Defense D epart­ 
ment took additional safety meas­ 
ures as a result of the November 
8:h crash at Richmond, Va. which 
killed 74 Army recruits. The tele­ 
gram in part: 
“We realize the seriousness of 
the recent accident at Richmond 
and recognize the detrim ental ef­ 
fect on the public of the biased 
presentments by certain commun­ 
ications media. However, an im­ 
portant segment of the nation’s 
air transport industry represent­ 
ing the only uncommitted emer­ 
gency airlift should not be des­ 
troyed as the result of one acci­ 
dent for which even the cause has 
not yet been determined.” 
Another typical pressure group 
is the Aircraft Owners and Pilots 
association (AOPA), which is on 
record in its official publication 
as follows: 
“The members of Congress who 
frantically raced the act (the Fed­ 
eral Aviation Act of 1958) through 
the legal ramifications sounded 
like a bunch of scream ing fans 
at a football game. The tide of 
hysteria was running high, and 
Congress couldn’t be bothered 
with the mere rights of a few 
civil pilots.” 
So both business rights and in­ 
dividual rights will be well rep-

This brings us to the investiga­ 
tion of independent airlines (par­ 
ticularly those doing business with 
the Defense D epartm ent), which 
is to begin tom orrow) December 
15th). by joint action of the FAA 
and CAB. The sam e business and 
special interest pressures will be 
present, as they were in the Con­ 
gressional probe.

McNa­ 
m ara ruled that troops would no 
longer be transported in so-called 
P art 45 earner, or what amounts 
to “ tramp’’ airplanes. He did this, 
however, more to build up a mod­ 
ern reserve fleet rather than to 
reduce risks. After the Richmond 
disaster, the Secretary ruled that 
MATS inspectors much check-ride 
all (not just some) airlines which 
carry troops He also decreed that 
ticketed m ilitary travelers should 
normally use the regular com­ 
mercial airlines. 
On the surface, all looks well 
for a military eirltft policy. But 
there are m any hidden factors 
later to be discussed.

All World 


SUNNYVALE. Calif. (U P I)-A t 
the South Pole, a Navy man sits 
hunched over his shortwave radio 
in a building half buried by snow. 
Soon he picks up a signal: "dit- 
dit-dit-dit dit-dit.” It’s "hi” in 
Morse code. 
For 10 minutes the sailor hears 
the signal of Oscar, a gold-plated 
am ateur - built satellite that was 
rocketed into orbit Tuesday. He’s 
one of some 300.000 am ateur sta­ 
tions expected eventually to hear 
it. 
He notes the first time he heard 
it. the direction from the station, 
its loudness and how long it takes 
to hear 10 "H is.” 
When the signal fades out. the 
Navy man fires up a transm itter 
and begins broadcasting his data 
to another am ateur in Alexandria. 
Va. This man then retransm its it 
to the Oscar communications cen­ 
ter in Redwood City. Calif., which 
relays it to the Oscar control 
center at Sunnyvale. The data 
goes into a m aster file 
from 
which a computer will eventually 
analyze results. 
This process is being multiplied 
hundreds of times a day from 
listening posts all over the world. 
Reports have come in from Eu­ 
rope. the Pacific, Alaska and the 
eastern United States—almost ev­ 
erywhere except from behind the 
Iron Curtain, although tracking 
information was supplied to am a­ 
teurs in the Soviet Union. 
"The box is gold plated and this 
Project Oscar Association said 
Orear seems to be accomplishing 
one of its purposes—to show how 
determined by the rate at w hin 
lets us know exactly how the ther­ 
mal energy of the sun is absorbed 
r reflected. ’ he raid 'T h is is 
package has stabilized at just 
o>er 100 degrees Fanrenheit.
